Of the remaining thirteenth, a trifle 
over 3,000,000 in number, 16,215 per­ 
sons are very rich and own between 
hem over a fourth of ihe aggregate 
wealth of the kingdom. 
The number 
of persons owning property in value 
above $5,000,000 is 293; the owners 
of property valued between $1,250,000 
and 5,000,000 number 1,171 and 14.- 
761 people own property valued be­ 
tween $500,000 and $1,250,000. Thus 
16,215 persons own property worth 
$17,556,544,835 or more 
than one 
fourth of all the property, real and 
personal in the counrty. 
The enemies of protection are very 
fond of p3lnting to the unequal dis­ 
tribution of wealth in the United 
States as one of the results of that 
system, but they will hardly go so far 
as to assert that this country is as 
badly off in regard to Bach inequality 
as the above figures show Free Trade 
Great Britain to be. 
There are ne 
official returns in America, such as 
income tax and inheritauoe figurer, 
that permit an accurate showing cf 
wealth distribution in our country, 
but there are collateral data which 
insist in reaching the conclusion that 
the multi-millionairea do not control 
so large nor the poorer classes so 
small a proportiou of the aggregate 
wealth as in the United Kingdom. 
The rate of wages and the money 
deposited in savings banks furnish a 
fair criterion in this regard. 
In 1895 the Massachusetts bureau 
of labor reported that in the twenty- 
four principal industries of that state 
the wags scale was 42 per cent higher 
than the British wage scale. 
In sev­ 
eral other states the disparity in wages 
is still greater. Mr. Mulhall, the Eng­ 
lish statistician, gives 42 per cent as 
the ratio of savings banks depositors 
in the New England States, while in 
England the ratio is 28 per cent. 
If we extend the comparison to the 
rate and manner of living which ob­ 
tains in the two countries fresh reason 
is found for the conclusion that the 
more equitable distribution of labor’s 
rewards is to be found in the United 
States. 
The striking figures of Con­ 
sul-General Dubois, printed 
in the 
American Economist, demonstrate this 
fact beyond question. They show that 
in the acale of living there is a wider 
contrast between America at 1 Europe 
than in the scale of wages. T. « differ­ 
ence between 
the 
food, clothing, 
dwellings, comforts, necessaries and 
luxuries enjoyed by the wage-earuers 
of the two hemispheres tells a plain 
story. 
It tells that in no part of the 
world does the laborer fare so well 
and obtain so liberal a share of the 
aggregate wealth 
as in protected 
America.
